All preliminary motions have been disposed of and attcrneya representing 
Defendant Capone have been advised that the continuance granted on the 
19th Instant was subject to termination on forty-eight hours notice, 
which notice will be given by Judge T;llkerson as soon as his other commit^ 
ments permit. 

It is not known and apparently it is not possible to know 
whether Defendant Capone will bo produced when this matter la called for 
trial. Furthermore , It Is not definitely known at the mooient where De« 
fendant Capone now Is. 

Since it appears that the effective date of the trial of 
this case is somewhat Indefinite, but will in all proballty be desl^ated 
for a date within the next ten to fifteen days« and further, since ^^-n,^^ 
tippwTt that the situation may arise wherein the case will be called 
the subject fails to appear, it will then be necessary for the United^^J^ 
States Marshal's office, or possibly this Bureau to attempt the location 
and apprehension of this subject, I believe it would ba hi^ly deslrabli 
for this Bureau to undertake at the present time to establish definlteS^y 
the present place of residence of bject Capone and thereafter to maintain 
a diaareet surveillance for the nurnose of bein/; generally inf om%d as to

a competent apecial agent to the taak of apecif ically aacertaining the 
preaent whereabout a of thia subject and thereafter to maintain a diacraet 
and careful rarvalllance of hia moYflRianta^ keeping the Bureau and thia 
office conatantly adTiaed, to the end that prompt and efficient action 
may be taken to effect hia apprehenaion in the oTent auch action becomes 
nacasaary. 
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
